MANY OF THE VINYARDS 
will be harvested for the first 
tim e w hen picking begins this 
w eek-end. The grape area is lo­ 
cated near Rancho M irage with 
the vines being picked a week 
to ten days later than those south 
of Indio. 
All of the grape growers around 
Rancho M irage are well known 
in 
the Village. They 
are Don 
M ayer and Gordon Feekings who 
operate a 20-acre vinyard; Paul

w ith 100 acres; Henry 
Gogerty, w ith his first six acre 
yield and 40 more which will 
yield a harvest next season; J. E. 
’Doc” G urley w ith 70 acres and 
epublican leader W illiam Rei- 
hel, 20 acres. 


THE 
TOTAL HARVEST ex­ 
pected from all of these vinyards 
is expected to reach more than 
200,000 pounds and will take ap­ 
proxim ately 70 refrigerator cars 
to haul th e fruit to eastern m ar­ 
kets. 
Packing of the grapes started 
this week. The Thompson seed­ 
less grapes will be placed in 24 
Íiound boxes for shipm ent. Gur- 
ey’s place is expected to produce 
around 20,000 of these boxes with 
the sam e expected from the Kes- 
sten ranch. 


GOGERTY'S VINYARD is e x ­ 
pected to produce betw een 1400 
and 2000 boxes. The first year's 
crop coming from the M aher- 
Feekings’ operation is estim ated 
at 3000 boxes. This harvest is the 
culm ination of three years of hard 
w ork on the part of M aher who 
has been operating the ranch. 
The vinyard belonging to Bill 
Reichel, who is now w ith Gov­ 
ernor E arl W arren and his fam ­ 
ily in New York, will also pro­ 
duce its first harvest, an esti­ 
mated 5000 boxes, it was reported.

"Because people are too relax ­ 
ed down here in the sum mer tim e 
and do not use the ordinary pre­ 
cautions they use during the sea­ 
son, the danger in autom obile 
code violations is great—-and we 
have to be as strict or stricter in 
enforcem ent of m any of the tra f­ 
fic law’s provisions as we do 
in w inter,” said Chief of Police 
K ettm ann yesterday in issuing a 
warning to drivers that there is 
no highw ay holiday. 
Charley V alentino has been d e­ 
tailed to traffic exclusively with 
special em phasis being laid on 
speeding, illegal U turns, doube 
parking w ith the car untended 
and ignorance of boulevard stops.

It all depends on the power sit­ 
uation. 
If it is not serious in Septem ­ 
ber throughout the state Palm 
Springs w ill be back on standard 
time Sept. 25—unless another ef­ 
fort is m ade to establishe Village 
time. 
Gov. Earl W arren, on his re­ 
turn from the east last week-end, 
said that California will abandon 
daylight tim e on the last S atur­ 
day in Septem ber if the power 
situation has been alleviated. 
If the situation is still grave, 
California w ill stick to daylgiht 
time until Jan. 1, 1949. 
The law which establised day­ 
light time in the state this Spring 
when lack of rains threatened 
California’s hydroelectric power 
supply, set the date for the end 
of the advanced clocks as Jan. 1, 
1949, 
with 
the provision 
that 
should 
conditions 
improve, 
it 
could be ended earlier by proc­ 
lam ation by the governor. 
“So it's up to the public utili­ 
ties commission,” said W arren. 
“If the situation w arrants Cali­ 
fornia will go back to standard 
tim e w hen the other states do, on 
Sept. 25.”

A rteries Tomorrow 


C ity council in session tom or­ 
row night will hear prelim inary 
plans for the inclusion of three 
more thoroughfares in the m ajor 
highway system of Palm Springs. 
P l a n s 
to 
be 
presented by 
George M inturn, city engineer, 
will designate Sunrise way from 
Ramon road 
to 
Highway 
111, 
Sunny Dunes road from Camino 
Real to Sunrise way ar.d Mes­ 
quite from the Cahuilla school to 
Sunrise way, as streets of m ajor 
importance. 


THIS 
DESIGNATION 
w i l l 
place these streets in the category 
entitled to im provem ents from 
the city’s share of gasoline tax 
funds. 
The im provem ent and ex ten ­ 
sion of these roads will greatly 
im prove traffic conditions in the 
southern and southeastern parts 
of the Village. 
Two new roads from Palm C an­ 
yon drive to Sunrise way, Mes­ 
quite and Sunny Dunes road, will 
provide new methods of entry 
and exit from a rapidly develop­ 
ing portion of the city. 


OF MAJOR IMPORTANCE is 
the extension of Sunrise way as 
a paved street from Ramon road 
to Highway 111. It will elim inate 
the present need for either com­ 
ing back to Palm Canyon drive 
from the airbase civic center, a ir­ 
port, high school and Field Club 
to go to points along Highway 
111, C athedral City and east or 
going rough-shod overland from 
the airport south. 
It will save many 
miles of 
travel for residents of Cathedral 
City or the rapidly growing com ­ 
m unities along Highway 111 who 
have business at the civic center, 
high school or airbase. 


UNDER CONSIDERATION but 
still in the discussion stage, is an ­ 
other im portant traffic artery to 
place the new civic center at the 
form er 
arm y 
air 
base 
w ithin 
easier reach of the downtown 
sector. 
This is the extension of Mc- 
Callum way, the double driveway 
leading to the airbase from Sun­ 
rise way, 
w estw ard to Indian 
avenue. 
The project involves negotia­ 
tions with the Indian tribe as 
it traverses reservation land but 
is ear-m arked for early discus­ 
sions and action. 


AT PRESENT Villagers having 
business w ith the civic center 
m ust either go south to Ramon 
road, 
thence 
east 
to 
Sunrise, 
north to Tam arisk, east to S un­ 
rise and south to McCallum way. 
Amado road was given an oil 
coating but failed to stand up 
under traffic. 


THE PROPOSED ROAD would* 
come into Indian avenue at about 
the site of the m ineral springs 
and bath house. To avoid these, 
tentative plans call for a division 
of the road back of the bath house 
w ith one fork curving north and 
entering Indian at Andreas and 
the other curving south and en ­ 
tering 
Indian 
at 
Arenas. 
A 
straight cut-through would bring 
the highway into Indian at Ta- 
hquitz road but this is impossible 
because of present developm ent 
on the east side of Indian avenue. 
City M anager W illiam E. Al- 
w orth sail the plan is being con­ 
sidered but that no definite ac­ 
tion has been taken. He said that 
it was a m uch-needed road for 
Villagers having business with 
the city hall.

Domestic Charges W ill 


A verage 8 Per C e n t 


M ore is Indication 


On and after A ugust 1, this year. 
Villagers will start paying high­ 
er electric light and power bills 
as a result of findings of the 
State U tilities Commission which 
has been studying the application 
of the California Electric Power 
company for higher rates since 
last December. 
The com m ission’s decision was 
m ade know n Friday and the in­ 
crease sought in rates is expected 
to boost the com pany's revenue 
$506,000 annually. 


IN PALM SPRINGS the new 
rate schedule to go into effect the 
first of netx m onth, will average 
about 8 per cent for residential 
and commercial uses, the com­ 
mission said. W holesale and ag­ 
ricultural rates w ill rise about 9 
per cent and the price of power 
for resale 15 per cent. 
The com pany had asked for a 
rate schedule w hich would in­ 
crease th e percentage of return 
on its $34,Go0,000 investm ent in 
California from 4.77 to 6.3 per 
cent. This represented approxi­ 
m ately an incerase of $815.000 in 
annual returns. 


THE NEW RATE schedule, ac­ 
cording to the commission, will 
increase th e percentage of return 
to the com pany 5.7 per cent on its 
investm ent. 
The application was filed in 
October, 
1947, 
a n d 
hearings 
started in R iverside early in De­ 
cember. 
Three 
hearings 
were 
held at the county seat, the last 
in March. 


IN A STATEMENT issued S at­ 
urday 
A lbert 
Gage, 
company 
president, said: 
“The public utilities commis­ 
sion's decision follows extensive 
hearings and studies by the com ­ 
mission in the nine m onths’ pe­ 
riod w hich has lapsed since the 
filing of our application for rate 
increase in October, 1947. 
This 
application was brought about by 
increases in the cost of practical­ 
ly everything used in our busi­ 
ness. 
For instance, since 
1940 our 
labor costs have gone up 80 per 
cent and taxes have increased 
147 per cent, poles are up 72 per 
cent, copper w ire 77 per cent, and 
fuel oil used to generate electri-

Noted Author of M ystery Stories Reviews 


Evidence in Desert Saying Case 
Erie Stanley Gardner, famed writer of “Who Dun It?” 
mystery thrillers, frequently a visitor here and a close friend 
of several Villagers, has interested himse|f in the William F. 
Keys case and spent some time in Riverside county court 
house looking over the records of the murder trial which 
was held in 1943. 
Keys is now in San Quentin 
serving a term on a m anslaugh­ 
ter conviction. 
KEYS WAS CONVICTED of 
the slaying of W orth Bagley in 
the Joshua Tree National M onu­ 
m ent near the Riverside-San Ber­ 
nardino county line across the 
desert from Palm Springs. The 
elderly desert rancher and cattle­ 
man and Bagley had been “feud­ 
ing” over cattle, water rights and 
trespassing for some time, it was 
said.At his trial Keys declared Bag­ 
ley had threatened him and that 
he fired in self defense. But the 
jury brought in a vedict of m an­ 
slaughter. 
WITH GARDNER at Riverside 
last week was Raymond Schin­ 
dler, New York detective and in­ 
vestigator. The two went over the 
records of the trial closely. 
G ardner went over the details 
of the case in Argosy magazine 
last year and asked readers to 
give an opinion as to w hether 
they thought justice had been 
done. The m ajority of replies in­ 
dicated that they thought the 
case should be re-opened. 
Be­ 
cause of this Gardner, who lives 
near M urietta in the county but 
who frequently is a caller at the 
Anita Haskell Jones place here, 
made his study of the records last 
week.

Noisy Motorcyclists 


Assault Sheriff in 


Tumultuous Holiday 
Palm Springs was lucky. 
That was the comment of local 
police yesterday after reading re­ 
ports of the week-end fracas in 
Riverside when hundreds of mo­ 
torcyclists ran wild in the county 
seat with 28 m en and women in 
jail after the affair. 
Sheriff Carl F. Reyburn was 
beaten and his clothing torn 
when he sought to disperse a 
wild group of riders. 
HARRIED POLICE who sought 
to maintain order as the snorting 
and roaring motorcycles popped 
up and down the main street, 
were bombarded with beer bot­ 
tles and fire-crackers by the mob. 
The block on Eighth street, be­ 
tween Main and Market, chief 
tnoroughfare through town for 
Villagers going to and from Los 
Angeles via Highway 60, was lit­ 
erally taken over and almost 
awash with beer. 
Motorcyclists 
descended 
o n 
Palm Springs during last season 
but diligent police work kept 
them from the down-town sector. 
In Stockton a few weeks before 
they had almost torn that town 
apart and the Riverside riot last 
week-end was simiJiar to the 
Central California affair. 
THE CARAVAN came into 
Riverside to view the motorcycle 
races on te Box Spring track ovei 
the Fourth of July holiday. The 
races were sponsored by the sher­ 
iff's department. 
“But the races were for recent, 
respectable citizens, not for the 
hoodlums who took over the city 
afterwards," said the sheriff. 
After the races the cavalcade 
came down into town and all 
night long police switchboards 
were jammed by irate citizens 
calling in to protest the noise. 
THEN THE CROWD got out of 
hand. They used traffic lights as 
starting signals for races down 
the main street, tried to “burn the 
pavem ent” by skidding tires in 
sharp turns, held up traffic by 
circling around and around at in­ 
tersections. 
One tourist, passing through 
the county seat in a new auto­ 
mobile, tried to honk his way 
through a crowd of motorcyclists 
Angered, they dented his fenders 
and tramped on the hood of his 
ear. 
RIVERSIDE POLICE aided by 
the sheriff sought in vain to stop 
them. When the noisy rioting 
was subdued in one quarter, it 
started almost immediately in an­ 
other. 
Those jailed w ere booked for 
disturbing the peace, drunken­ 
ness and refusing to disperse. 
City and county jails were 
jammed at one time. 
Local police, reading the ac­ 
counts of the affair, sighed and 
repeated: 
“We were lucky last season.”

Villagers' Views 


OLD ALMA MATER 
Editor, The Sun: Did you ever 
walk the halls and campus of 
your old Alma Mater where once 
you knew everybody and today 
no one even looks in your direc­ 
tion? They held the i00th anni­ 
versary of Geneva College from 
which I went forth to conquer in 
1891 and I was just among those 
present. A great pageant telling 
a fascinating story. My father, 
John Macartney was one of the 
early builders of the institution. 
They use no instrument in the 
worship of God and sing only the 
Psalms. They pay a tithe into the 
church treasury. The sermons are 
long, likewise, the prayers. 
They tell a story of a certain 
legislator who attended a service. 
He bowed his head and put his 
hand over his eyes. After three 
minutes he began to peek 
through his fingers, after six he 
looked around boldly. 
The 
preacher prayed on. After nine 
minutes the senator turned to his 
neighbor and whispered: “What 
is this, a filibuster?” 
And we did all the chores on 
Saturday—wash the buggy, cook 
the food, grind the coffee, shine 
our shoes—so that Sunday could 
be devoted entirely to church 
work. 
Nevertheless, if we had 75,000,­ 
000 families today in our country 
who ordered their lives and con­ 
duct according to the word of 
God we would not be in the fix 
we are in now. 
Our former home, “Fern Cliff”, 
adjoining the campus was a love­ 


ly mansion and is now the resi­ 
dence of the president. Dr. Miller 
Pearce, one of my boyhood play­ 
mates. A stately edifice is the 
Macartney Library, build to 
honor the family name. 
The installation of the huge 
bell in the College building was 
quite an event. With block and 
tackle half a hundred students 
walked down the hill pulling the 
long rope and the bell went to its 
appointed place. The rich full 
tone of the great bell still peals 
out over the entire valley. My 
mother raised the money for the 
bell—$1,000—among her family 
over in Scotland. The motto over 
the bell reads: “Pro Christo et 
Patria”, For Christ and the Fath­ 
erland, a noble and timely word 
for those living today. 
The College has about 700 GI 
students. When the GI education­ 
al aid runs out next year, shift­ 
ing of this revenue from the gov­ 
ernment will seriously burden 
those schools which are not en­ 
dowed. 
I listened to and saw the re­ 
publican convention at Philadel­ 
phia via television. A plan circled 
above our city at a height of 25,­ 
000 feet and picked up and re­ 
broadcast the pictures of the ses­ 
sion.Tonight, I'll see the prize-fight. 
It is sweltering hot here, 92 de­ 
grees with plenty of humidity. 
Tomorrow I join Mrs. Macartney 
in New England for sight-seeing 
and perhaps some writing. 
Best wishes.

Official in Charge 
Of Food Mission 
Having been given leave of ab­ 
sence from his duties with the 
Bank of America. Harry McClel­ 
land, vice president of the bank, 
has accepted appointment as chief 
of the food and agriculture divi­ 
sion of the Italian mission of the 
Economic Cooperation Adminis­ 
tration, according to word to Fred 
‘ Ingram, local manager. 
McClelland, who leaves July 6 
by wav of Washington for the 
mission’s headquarters in Rome, 
v>n p’v.nts under the direction 
o' t D. Zellerbach, chief of the 
Italian mission. 
FUNCTION OF THE MISSION 
it is said, is to insure that the 
credits made available by Con­ 
gress to assist in the economic 
recovery of Italy under the Mar­ 
shall Plan are wisely and eco­ 
nomically used and practically 
administered. Immediate aim of 
the ECA’s division of food and 
agriculture is to do all it can to 
cooperate with the Italian gov­ 
ernment to increase production 
and bring about desirable shifts 
in crops so that the overall re­ 
quirements not only of Italy but 
of Europe in general may be bet­ 
ter met. 
“We don't propose to tell the 
Italians what to do or how to do 
it,” says McClelland, “for they 
traditionally are good farmers. 
Our chief purpose is to make 
available to them the tools, the 
seed and the credits to foster the 
restoration of their agricultural 
production and to help them help 
themselves, and we intend to see 
that our money is not wasted." 
McCl e l la n d po in ts out 
that from the agricultural stand­ 
point there is great similarity be 
tween California and Italy, and 
he believes the Italian people will 
take heart and inspiration from 
what California farmers have 
been able to do under parallel 
conditions of climate, soil, rain­ 
fall, principal crops and growing 
seasons. 
McClelland has been prominent 
in California 
agriculture for 
the past 17 years. From 1931 to 
1934 he was in active charge of 
field operations of California 
Lands, Inc., which during that 
period was one of the largest 
farm organizations in the United 
States. When this concern dis­ 
posed of its holdings he joined 
the administrative staff of Bank 
of America, where his specialty 
has been agricultural financing 
and coordination of G. I. lending.

Questioned as to the attitude j 
of the board of supervisors on 
the building code matter. Com­ 
mission Chairman A. C. Fulm or1 
said that he did not expect e n -1 
actment of the regulation, which I 
the commission drafted and pre- ¡ 
sented to the board some time 
ago, until very late in the year, if 
at all. He implied that the sub­ 
ject was too critical for solution 
in an election year.

In Bank's History 


Annual Statement Shows 
Steady Increases 


Featuring the highest total re­ 
sources in the history of the in­ 
stitution, the June 30, 1948. state­ 
ment of condition of the Bank of 
America 
shows assets totalling 
$5.859,234,000, 
an 
increase 
of 
$389,451,000 over a year ago. To­ 
tal deposits are $5.433.396.000, an 
increase of $320,106.000 in 
the 
same period. These figures were 
released by Fred Ingram. Palm 
Springs manager, yesterday. 
The statement also shows in­
